Isadore 
Oapal, discharged sumo weeks ago from 
a position in which he had been for years, 
yesterday committed suicide and his son 
went to the office of his former employer, 
who was absent, and shot the clerk. At 
the coroner's inquest it statement was 
made by the old man's wifo that the de- 
tails of the suicide and murder wero pre- 
arranged between the father and son. 

Fato of Profoosor Palmer and Party. 

London, Oct. 20.- A telegram hits been 
received from Suez by the British Ad- 
miralty, saying that tho news has been 
brought to that point through the party 
searching for the missing British officers, 
that in Wadn Cabaly, a point northwest 
from Suez, remnants of their baggage 
wero found, together with several letters, 
which served to fully identify them. A 
Bedouin was also captured who had upon 
his person an English tobacco pouch. 
This was immediately recognized as hav- 
ing belonged to Harrington, one of tho 
missing men. The nativo accounted for 
having it in his possession by saying that 
it was given him by a chief named AH 
Mushed, who, he said, had murdered 
Palmer's entire party, and distributed 
other personal effects among tho popula- 
tion. It is believed that Prof. Palmer 
and party were led to the edge of a pre- 
cipice and offered tho ultornativo of 
throwing themselves over or being shot. 
It is supposed that Professor Palmer 
leaped over and Lhat Capt. Gill and Lieut. 
Harrington chose the other alternative 
and wore put to doath.

Lonbon, Oct. 2Cth. — A scandal which 
is attracting a great deal of attention in 
sporting circles has it that Sterling Craw- 
ford, second husband of the dowager 
Duchess of Montrose, has been repeated- 
ly scratching horses on tho morning of 
important races. Racing mon blame the 
Dtiches*, as she has complete control of 
the stud. At tho Newmarket races to- 
day she appeared in the saddling pad- 
dock and was hooted at, jeered and in- 
.tulted by the crowd.

-Mar- 
wood, however, was abb 1 to attend, 
and performed the duties of liiu office. 
Longhorn, it appears, was it primitive 
ftfethodist local preacher, and on ac- 
count of his "having accepted an offer 
to hang a man at Cork" his name has 
been struck off the preachers' plan. 
Longhorn justifies his action bv quot- 
ing divine law. — Cardiff Mail.

SECRETS OF THE JEANNETTE EX- 
PEDITION LAID BARE. 

Damaging Charges Against DoLong 
and Moivillo. 

Minneapolis, Nov. 2. — The Tribune 
to-morrow will print an interview with 
Dr. D. F. Collins of this city, brothor of 
tho late Jerome Collins, scientist on the 
Jeanette expedition. Dr. Collinssays:" Wo 
have evidence that Capt. DeLong used 
his official position as commander of the 
expedition to persecute in every conceiv- 
able way some members of the commis- 
sion. My brother was placed under ar- 
rest for no reason whatever. This Lieu- 
tenant Danenhower admitted to me in 
Now York. Capt. DeLong refused to 
allow my brother at certain times to do any 
kind of work; purposely allowed all notes, 
photographs and records of the expedi- 
tion prepared by my brother to sink. 
We have evidencu that the captain forced 
him to remain behind when he volun- 
teered to go ahead with nine men and 
search for relief, my brother being in the 
beat condition of any of the members of 
the party to do so. There is ovidenco 
that Bartlott, who is in Siberia, is in pos- 
seB.iion of fucts, but we believe he has 
been kept in Siberia purposely by officers 
of tho expedit ion, so that his testimony 
may not got before tho bourd. Wo aro 
also in possession of full information 
that on Melville's finding tho bodies of 
DeLong and his party ho used tho most 
blasphemous and scandalous language con- 
cerning my brother's body. We also 
have reason for believing the reports made 
by Melville as to tin- condition of the wea- 
ther, which he alleged prevented him 
giving relief to the DeLong party, wore 
false, for on the dates which he declared tho 
weather bad tho air was shown to have 
been good by the records, Collins fur- 
ther asserted that jealousy existed be- 
tween curtain officers of tho expedition, 
the trouble first beginning, as ho learns, 
with an order that all men should under- 
go a physical examination monthly. Col- 
lins and Danenhower were neither per- 
mitted to assist in the retreat. Dr. Col- 
lins adds: "We happen to know that 
Kusmet instructed Melville to go to Ue 
Long's relief himself, or send some one 
el.-.e, and that Melville would do neither. 
He lirst gave an order to Danenhower to 
go and then countermanded it. Kusmet 
ami Shagma wore fifteen days making the 
round trip to Hulam, the spot whore Mel- 
ville's party was. Two days each way was 
ample time for thu journey. These men 
got drunk. Melville knew it. While 
they were gone in search of DeLong Mel- 
ville and those with him amused them 
solves with chessmen and checker 
board:!, themselves leaving the work id' 
searching for their companions to ignor 
nut., drundon natives. We have reason- 
abb: grounks for being certain that there 
was a considerable amount of intoxicants 
drank during the fifteen days they awaited 
the return of tho two natives. 

Japan. 

The Japanoso management of the 
Coreail business has been excellent. The 
ambassador dispatched from that country 
to tender apologies to the mikado arrived 
at Tokio Oct. Kith. Everything has 
been done to relieve him from embarrass- 
ment. The .lainiiieso strive to obliterate 
the recollection of the late hostility. 

Several national banks have failed un- 
der disgraceful circumstances. The whole 
banking system is under popular suspicion. 

The Mikado is confined to his residence, 
suffering severely from a peculiar Japan- 
ese ailment, called kakko. 

The cattle plague i3 alarmingly preva- 
lent in the southwest provinces. 

Heavy floods in the central provinces 
have caused great loss of life and proper- 
ty. Small villages are swept entirely 
away and thousands of persons are report- 
ed drowned. 

CUna. 

Considerable bodies of Chinese troops 
are gathered along the Russian boundary 
and tho building of arsenals has com- 
menced near Kirin . It is supposed Rus- 
sian encroachments are apprehended. 

A remarkable Imperial edict is publish 
ed, dealing with the case of Tai In Kim, 
father of the Coroan king and the author 
of all the recent mischief in that country. 
After reciting all known facts it states the 
future career of Tai In Kun has been left 
to the judgment uf Li Hung Chang and 
Chang Shu Sheng, who have decided ho 
shall be confined during his whole life in 
the city. China's actions throughout the 
Corean affair has displayed tho greatest 
activity and promptness. Everybody is 
endeavoring to solve the problem of her 
unprecedented conduct. 

French officials in Tonquin aro said to 
bo organizing a force to drive away the 
Chinese troops sent down from Canton 
fur the defenso of the Annamite territory.
